It also raised 
at the same time the question or what 
this big amusement enterprise has 
meant to this city in the past and 
still means to this community. 


Perry Barge, the first superinten- 


dent, who is at the present time en- 
gaged in making some changes at 
that place, is probably the best in- 
formed person on that subject, and 
it was through his assistance that it 
ts possible to answer the first ques- 
tion and give other interesting infor- 
mation relative to the park. 


It will perhaps be remembered by 


hundreds of local people how Mr. 
Barge, as the first superintendent, 
used a pony as a means of transpor- 
tation to various points in the park 
and how he seemed everywhere pres- 
ent. And the uniform that he wore 
will also be remembered. 


First Car May 30, 1837 


According to Mr. Barge, the first 


car was operated over the old Park 
line to Cascade Park on May 30, 
1897, arriving there through the big 
cut, which it had been necessary to 
make at two p. m. on the afternoon 
of that day.
